How Itoyal Treasuries h^ve 
'Ibeeii ItlVlcd by Vlileves. 

(London Stnnd.^rdO 

The recent robbery of tlic Turin Ar 
tuory causes us to review thii raany 
Bimiliar oHntes committed in tbe past 
in'England and other countries. The 
story of Colonel Blood, who all but 
managed to make oil' with lite Enpjlisli 
crown jewels from the Tower, in so well 
known that it need only be referred to. 
Bub there are several other instances 
leas known, though scarcely le.s8 pecu- 
liar. Nearly 600 years ago the great 
treasury in 'Westminster Abbey was 
cleared of some of the most valuable of 
its contents, the Bacristaii and several 
of the monks acting in coui5)licity with 
certain thieves outside the walla Sonie 
of the objects were never recovered; 
but the richness of the booty hampered 
the robbers bo much that when the 
chief of tbem was captured £2,000 
vrorth was found in his possession. So 
carefaliy was the robbery planned that 
the rogues sowed the graveyard with 
hemp, in order that four months later 
it might serve to conceal the jiroeeeda 
of the burglary. This croi), it inay be 
^detjj waa iitilizjed for' (^ijito a ili^er- 
ppt pHrpQse, In":[8'10 the JV'public of 
pf Ydi'iP narrowly escaped being plun- 
dered pf its vast hoafd of valuables by 
^ tnan named Stamniato, who after Be- 
Pfeting hifiiself behind an p-ltar in th" 
pathedfaj, ipapaged to gain pvceesa to 
the treasury by means of fivLse keys. 
Plght after night he removed olijects of 
value, ftnd there seems little dqubt that 
he might have esca])ed with his booty 
had he not been tempted to show one 
of his countrymen the ducnl cap of the 
the Doge, which he had just conveyed 
to bis lodgings, Tiiis misplaced cou6 
denue led to his appreheaaon with more 
thin 2,000,000 ducats in his {osses- 
sion. Millie of Denmark, Queen of 
James VI of Scotland, was robbed by 
her maid of pearls and other valuables, 
under the plea that thcKQ jewels were 
taken to dress dolls for the royal chil- 
dren. On the death of Queen Oharlotte 
an immense quantity of precious stones 
including diamonds to the value of 
nearly a million, were misBing. On a 
previous occasion a gold ewer and a 
hfisia enriched with gems disappeared 
^rbq^' t|]j| ^'oytji V'laUjbGrfi. "^^il^e' latter 
was aqbseouently found behind a book- 
giieif ID the king's study. At a later 
date it was officially announced that 
the diamonds had, for the most part, 
been recovered, with the exception of 
tlio King's Star and Garter, valued at 
£7,0dQ. It was thought that George

wlie^d he pui them. The garter is how- 
ever still missing.'

of the ditch in the Champs of Elys<?es. 
Since that time several more of the 
crown jewels have vanished, and in 
1848 during the transportation of those 
valuables to the treasury, tv.'O peiide- 
loquBB of diamonds and the button of a 
hat in brilUanta suddenly disappeared. 
In 1804 the celebrated "Oup of the 
Ptolemies" was stolen from the, Paris 
Museum, and within the last three 
years the Church of St. Denis was des- 
poiled of the regal ornaments. In 1850 
the Princess of Orange was robbed of 
her jewels at^Brnsselii, and: in. I87I. the 
treasures of the' Calbedral of Toledo 
were withdrawn from public inspec 
tion, owing to the numerous thefts to 
which they had been subjected for 
many years previously. As for the 
Duke of Brunswick, notwiihstandiiig 
the elaborate precautions which he took 
to keep his diamonds, he waa plunder- 
ed more than once, and to the scandal 
of legitimacy, some of Don Carlos' or 
ders went asliay in a [X'culiur amntier. 
Oharleii I helped hiiii.self to the con- 
tents of the jewel-house when funds 
failed, aiul Charles II, ininipdiately 
after his accession, issued a proclama- 
tion caniuiandiiig all persons in whose 
possetsion there were any of the crown 
jewels sold by the Conimonwealth to 
restore them to their rightful owners. 
But though several persons were ar- 
r.'sted for not doing so, the scattered 
valuables came in so slowly that a new 
set of regalia became necessAry, Ed- 
ward HI pledged his crown and jewels 
to the merchants of Flanders, and 
Henry V put his diadem in pawn to 
the Abbot of Westminster in order to 
raise funds to carry on the war with 
France. Not to enumerate many simi- 
hr transaction?, Gustavus III of Swed- 
en purchased two large diatnonds, a 
ruby and some pearls which the young 
Pretender had failed to redeem from 
the Lombardy Arms. *lt would thus 
se^in that royal treasures are quite as 
apt to go astray as any others,

Tlie time is approaching when party 
linei will ba closely drawn in British Co- 
lumbia and whon public mon will range 
themselves ou one side or the other of 
polittca. Ileretofore election contests in 
thia'province have been 'conducted nioro 
upon personal than party lineii. A man's 
political creed has had less to do, gener- 
ally, with his success or non suoceaa than 
his individual clmnicteristics or social 
qualities. Electors have looked more to 
the personal peculiarities of a candidate 
than to the principles he professed , It is 
a pity that it should be so; but it ia true 
that politics in this Pacitio province have 
been conducted in a happy-go-lucky, 
Bs-you-pleaao sort of a way that, after 
all, was hardly inseparable from its isolat- 
ed condition. The man who could talk 
the loudest and the longest or wlio could 
tickle people in their mental ribs till they 
roared agaiU|^ was often elected to repre- 
sent donstKuendiba at critical periods in 
the history of the country. There have 
been worthy exceptions to this rule.. AH 
constituencies have not been moved to 
vote for a man for the simple and only 
reason that "He's a jolly good fellow, 
which nobody can deny;" or because he 
was "poor and wanted something, aiid 
why shouldn't he have a chance to got iW" 
Happily for the country the day wIibii 
personal politics ruled i.-i passing asvay 
Soon things political will become liero, aa 
in tliu older provinces of Caiiaiia. A cm- 
didate will have not only to possess a 
code of principles, but he will have to 
show that he has the physical courage 
and mental capacity to urge them at all 
times and against all odds. Practically, 
so far as the Dominion is ooiicernod, the 
country ia without r a grievance. The 
Macdonald trovornment have mot every 
reasonable demand upon them as rapidly 
as the resources of the Dominion would 
permit. They have pledged the credit of 
the confederation to keep faith with Brit- 
ish Columbia; and in spite of a bitter and 
an unreasoning oppositioii tliey have 
achieved their object iiiul made the union 
of the Hrltiflli North Anieric:ui .Slates 
practical and definite where buforo it wii.^ 
only aenliineiita'. Fur llioir nucce.ssful 
efforts they are entitled to the support and 
approval of this people; and at the gen- 
eral elections in i887 it is safe lo predict, 
e'^'en at this distance, that all (ir nearly all 
the members returned for British Uoluni- 
bian constituencies will be adherents of 
the liberal-conservative government. 



FAIJt ra. FKEE TRADb:. 

Lord Roaobury, so the dispatches state, 
is of opinion that the only cure for the 
trade depression in England is guvern- 
ment-assiated emigration. There must bo 
something wrong when one of the fore- 
most men*in England can stand before an 
audience and declare that the only salva- 
tion for the arlizan and laborinij classes is 
to scuttle out of the country as fast as 
they can. This declaration is an ac- 
knowledgement of the complete collapse 
of the trade policy of the liberals. Great 
Britain is being free traded to death. 
Nearly every Hrticle the country can man- 
ufacture is imitated by foreigners and ia 
lillowod to enter Biilisli ports duty freo, 
where it is sold under the home product. 
A greater insult could not be otlerod the 
workingmen of Great Jirituin thiui to tell 
them they must seek in a foreign land 
that bread which the policy of the liberal 
government denies them at homo. Lord 
Rosebery is a disciple of Mr. Gladsione, 
and a sort of aristocratic radical, if such 
a specimen of the limiiu can be im- 
agined. He sees the empty workshops 
and the id!e. workmen, and the only rem- 
edy he can sucgesi. is to get rid of tlio 
most desirable portion of the poonlation. 
He sees the revenue sinking to a condi- 
tion of appalling nothiii<.'neBs, and the 
only plan he can suggest to restoie it to 
a healthy basis is by lessening the num- 
ber of consumers! The commission on 
trade depression is sitting almost dully. 
They have already collected a great mais 
of evidence, moat of which tends to ahuw 
that the only solution for the liritiah 
manufacturer is fair trade. That is an- 
other name for reciprocity. The country 
that will permit Uritish-made goods to en- 
ter its ports free of duty should enjoy 
the same privilege for its own goods in 
British ports; but wherever a hostile tarill 
shall meet British goods a similar turitt' 
should be imposed at British ports. The 
Liverpool chamber of commerce have 
passed resolutions in support of fair trade, 
and we are inclined to tiiink the country 
will accept the spirit of those resolutions 
rather than adupc the plan of depopulat- 
ing the country proposed by Lord Rose- 
bery.

City. 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Fkanciscu, Oct. 21. — .\ large man 
with a brown beard and mouitaohe, hav- 
ing the appearance of a German, was 
found dead this morning on a grave at 
Laurel Hill cemetery. He had committed 
suicide by shooting himself through the 
rit;ht temple. Nothing was found ou Ids 
person except a piece of paper on which 
was written, "Mr. Albert (iordes, ship- 
per, Uarvostor's works, Stockton, Cain. ," 
a comb, a bunch of key.-*, some cotton 
gloves, and a copy of U'DonnoU's dyna- 
mite. 

The trial of ex-Wharfenger J. H. Fair- 
field, accused of enibezzloiiien' in connec- 
tion witli the notorious frauds in the har- 
bor commiasionors' oftioe, waa begun this 
afternoon, The es-secretury of the com- 
missioners, John S. Gray, now serving a 
term of ton years in Sau Quentin, was 
brought over this morning and was the 
first witnessed called. When questioned 
by the assistant district attorney, Gray 
said he had a painful recollect itm of the 
defendant Fairfield. When nsked further 
if ho received any money from him in 
■January, 1883, ho said, "I'll just toll you 
new at the beginning of this thing thK.t I 
will decline to answer any and all ques- 
tions put to tne in reference to the mat- 
ter." ilo was not questioned further, 
and Jodgo Toohy ordered that the iiifur- 
mation against Fairtiuld bo diamiased. 

What will probably be the largest trade 
sale of rubber goods ever held in this 
country will take place in this city on the 
27lh. It will consist of the nntire stock 
of Hocht Bros., comprising 1800 cases 
which were partially damaged by water 
during the fire -in the Crocker building. 
The stock is sold by order of the under- 
writers and is valued at §70,000. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Sr. Louis, Oct. 21. — A startling de- 
voloptnent in a street car strike to-day 
was the discovery by the police of an in- 
fernal machine oti the Washington avenue 
track, cornnr of liaptun avenue and 
Morgan struct. The machine was a piece 
of two-inch gds pipe, about two foot long, 
filled with gunpowder. At either end 
was fixed a gun cap, so arranged as to 
communicate with the powder in a centre 
pipe. A rod waa inserted which also cuin- 
municatod with the powder. The machine 
was laid along the groove in the track, 
and so arranged that the wheel of the 
car would discharge the cap as soon as it 
waa touched. The gas-pipo is now at the 
police headquarters. 

Kan.sa.s City, Mo., Oct. 21.— A terrible 
tragedy was committed about 2 o'clock 
this afternoon at the house of John Con- 
way, a dairyman, on Eighteenth street, a 
thickly populated part of the city. A 
neiglibor entered the house and found 
Mrs. Conway and her daughter Kate ly- 
ing dead upon a bed in an inner room. 
Their skulls were crushed and the bed 
deluged with their blood, which was yet 
warm. The girl was kneeling beside the 
bed, her head on her mother's body. 
Marks of blood were found on the kitchen 
floor, and the weapon of death, a car 
coupling-pin, was discovered in an alley, 
whore it had been thrown. About §liO in 
money was missing from the house. The 
most plausible theory is that tne murder 
was committed by tramps. 

Nkw Yokk, Oct. 21.— Warren & Oo.'s 
liabilities are upwards of $300,000, main- 
ly duo in Europe. 

New Yokk, Oct. 21. — Charles A. Dana 
presided tonight over a large meeting of 
the Irish National League, hold for the 
puroose of raising money to aid Parnell 
in Ireland.

York, at a meeting presided over by the 
editor of the New Y'ork Sun, send an ex- 
pression of their sympathy and .aHsiirancu 
of their support, and coiid ,^10,000 
through Dr. (yileilly to aid in your eU'ort* 
for Ireland." 

SOUTI-IEkN STATES. 

Little Rock, Ark., Oct. 2i —The Ga- 
zette's Wa.shington (Arkansas) special says 
that while Churchill, the murderer of 
Dennis Brooks, was confined in an old 
wooden building last night a mob collect- 
ed and saturated the lower part of the 
building with coal oil and fired it. 
Churchill appeared at the grated window 
and piteously begged the mob to shoot 
him, but the flames soon reduced the 
building and the victim to ashes. 

Baltimore, Oct. 21. — There closed here 
tn-night a throe days' aosBion cif the Mu- 
tual United Brotherhood of Liberty. 
This association is orgaru/.ing branches in 
every state and territory, and its oliject ia 
to raise money to test in the courts all in- 
fringements of the rights of culored peo- 
ple as guaranteed them by the constitution 
and statute laws.

Lima, Oct. 21. — Advices from t['j;:rz 
state that the rebel colonel Prado has 
been killed. Qe and his bund had been 
committing groat exceasea in the noigh- 
borhoud of Huamachuco. 

A dispatch from Anco announces the 
defeat of the Monteros under the cele- 
brated priest Rios and the death of the 
latter. 

WASHINGTON. 

WAsniNinoN, Oct. 21, — Governor Wat- 
son C. Squires, of Washington territory, 
has sent a special report to the secretary 
of the interior upon the aiiti Chinese agi- 
tation in that territory. The governor 
says there has been much agitation on the 
subject of forcing the Chinese residents 
to leave the country, partiouhirly in the 
counties bordering on Piiget sound. Sev- 
eral public meetings have been held, at 
which were present delegates of the 
Knights of Labor, and violent incendiary 
speeches were made. 'Jiie principal point 
for these demonstrations has been at Se- 
attle, and there has been n great deni of 
agitation at Tacoma. Thus far there has 
been no outbreak, although aeriou."! trou- 
ble has been threatened. The per- 
sons accused of killing the Chinese 
hop-pickers near Seattle have been 
arrested and one is now in jail under in- 
dictment for murder in the first degree. 
Strong efforts have been niad« to intimi- 
date Chinese employers at Franklin and 
at the New Castle coal mines, and many 
Chinese are leaving. These places ore 
now quiet, but the ci.>al companies are 
aii.xious in regard to the safety of their 
property. The Chinese consul at San 
Francisco was informed that the persuiis 
accused of murdering Chineao I;ad been 
arrested. The governor says it has been 
his desire to maintahi order without the 



employment of troops, and a strong or- 
ganization of the latter class of citii^ens at 
Seattle has arrayed itself under the law 
for the preservation of peace. The situa-- 
tion has been improving from tlay to day, 
and it is concluded now that no necessity 
exists for calling on the military. If any 
serious trouble occurs tlio secretary will 
be notified by telegraph, and if troops 
should be required there is an ample force 
at Vancovor barracks within a few hours 
of the disturbed community. 

Rev. Dr. Currie, the newly appointed 
minister to Spain, spent the day at the 
state department where he hau a consulta- 
tion with the aocroj;ary aud assiataut sec- 
retary of state; with his predecessor Gen. 
Foster, and with Mr. Williams, U. S.

DENMARK', 
CorKNll.vcKN, Oct. 21. — \ desperate at- 
tempt was made at ,0 o'clock to aaaassinato 
Premier Eatrupp by a youth named llas- 
muasen, a compositDr. Hasmusnon fired 
two shots from a revolver at the premier. 
When in the act of firing the third the 
would'bt assassin was seized by a couple 
of detectives, a number of whom have 
boBU constantly in attondaiico on the pre- 
mier for some time past, owing ir, the ex- 
treme hatred of the populace toward hiui 
and other members of the cabinet. The 
assassin waa hurriedly taken to prison. 
The first shot struck on a button on Horr 
Estrupp's coat and glanced olf. The sec- 
ond shot went wide of the mark, llas- 
niuasen declares that his motives were po- 
litical, as Herr Eatrupp 's conduct in the 
presunt controversy in Denmark is iniin- 
icai to the state. 

ENGLAND. 
London', Oct. 21. — The authorities of 
Woolwich araonal have been ordered to 
supply 10,000,000 roui}d3 of cartridges and 
10,000 rifles for an o.xpeditiim to ba <oiit 
against King Thobaw of Biinnah.

Prince Bismarck has not yet spoken on 
the Eastern Uounielian dilficuliy, and all 
Europe is at this moment waiting for his 
"say" and watching for his "move." It 
is not now with Gorinany as it used to be, 
and that not long since — w hen she had no 
concern with affairs iu the east and when 
the very name of Prussia, except in con- 
nection with that of Frederick the (Jreat, 
was all but unknown on the Bosnhorua. 
In drawing up the treaty of Paris little 
Piedmont even played a much more im- 
portant purt than did what has in the 
meantime become the dominant power on 
the continent of Europe. Among the 
eastern revolutions, the diplomatic ones 
are not the least unworthy; and Bismarck 
is no longer of the humor to ridicule the 
idea of an eastern policy for (lorinany. 
For Germany tho eastern question ia a 
religious question; and that is a moment- 
ous fact too much ignored by those who 
are given to step lightly forward with 
their pill'for the malady.

MINING ON TUB YUKON. 

Nanaimo, Oct. 21. — Frank Dunsmuir 
and Joe. Hughes, two Yukon prospectors, 
arrived at Juneau yesterday from the 

Yukon country. Thay made down the 
Yukon river for GOO miles, and then up 
tho Salmon river 42,'j miles to the tioad 
waters. They found some very good dig- 
gings in the bars. They loft twenty men 
in that country who nre going to remain 
all win'ter. Some of them are on the 
Yukon, some on White river and some on 
Silmon river. They ar« all making from 
97 to $8 per day to the man on the burs 
in the rivers. 

ooPFER itivaa. 
Mr. Dunsmuir reports that Lieutenant 
Allen and party, who left Portland, Ore- 
gon, last January, to oxploro the great 
Copper river, had succeeded in making 
tho trip up the Ci'pper river, and arrived 
on the Yukon in July, and ail the party 
except Lieut. Allen had tho scurvy, and 
it was fuared that one would die. 

SITKA .M.ITTKUS. 

The nowly appiiinted govcriimont oHi- 
cera have taken cliiirgo at Sitl;a, and tho 
Kev. Sheldon Jackson has been before 
the courts on several indictments found 
by the last grand jury, but all his cases 
have been dismissed on acQonnt of the 
indictments nut being made out according 
to law. This was the fault of the late 
proaecutiiig-attoriioy , who did not havo 
any of hia legal papers made out and pro- 
aented to the court accorduiLf to law. Thu 
Rev. Sheldon Jackson's cases will be pre- 
sented to the next grand jury, fnr them 
to investigate, and he will get. his just 
dues. 

.VL.V.SK.l POMTIl.'.S. 

Some of the now oUicials are Roing 
around from camp to camp with a petition 
to have it aliened by the citizens to pre- 
sent to President Cleveland, asking him 
to order Governor Swineford to Washing- 
ton, as tho governor ami some of his 
political friends want to try and have the 
next congress give Alaskit a full territor- 
ial goverrnnent. This is a p-litical scheme 
to mako more otUceB in Alaska for some 
old political tramps; but there is one 
thing that congress should do for Alaska,

PROTECTION MOVK.MENT. 

On the 10th inst. there was cunsiderablo 
excitement in tho town of Juneau, cxused 
by some one posting a notice calling for a 
meeting of citizens to arrange for plana 
to protect thom.selves iig.-iinst the In- 
dians, who were e.xpL'cied to break 
out at oiiy momunt. The notice for 
the meeting was signed by many citizens, 
but on investigating tho matter it was 
found out that the notice was issued by 
one Alexander iMcGrcgor, who is in tho 
whiskey businoaa, and is tho adviser of all 
the blackmailing schemes in tho torritory; 
he is aisp inspector of customs for Juneau 
which enables him to be of groat assist- 
ance to people getting in whiskey. 

.MI.VINO ACCIDHNT. 

On the 23ro ultimo a very sad and dis- 
tressing accident occurred in Silver Bow 
Basin, four miliis north-oast of Juneau. 
A large Innd-slide occurred on Michael 
Power's mining claim in Ice gulch, which 
buried Michael Powers and Fred Cush- 
man and an Iiidiiui, who were all at work 
at tho time. About 10 acres of gravel and 
rook gave away ond came tearing down 
the aide hill at a terrific rate, currying 
everything before it. There was a large 
number of men working on the claim at 
the timo, but wore fortunate enough to 
make their escape uninjured. Tlie news 
of tho accident spread through tlio caiii|) 
and down to Juneau liko wildliro, and 
every man in the district turned out to 
dig out the unfurtuQate man, and after 
several days and nights of hard work the 
bodies of Powers and the Indian wore re- 
covered, but Mr. Cushman's body had not 
been found up to tlie 17th of October.

THE NORTHERN BONANZA. 

The iBIclii. strike on Douglass 

Senator Jones* New Source of 
Income. 



In 1880 a Mr. Treadwell, a oontraotot 
of San Francisco, went up to Juneau, 
partly for his health and partly to look at 
the minina district. After prospecting 
the mining claims in tho mainland pla- 
teau and on Douglass island he bought 
the unworkod claim on the island, now 
known as the Paris mine, for §800. After 
prospecting it enough to be entirely satis- 
tied with its purchase, he returned to San 
Francisco and formed a partnership with 
four wealthy men to own and work tho 
mine. The work was to be prosecuted 
quietly and economically until it could bo 
shown that the property had a poaitivo 
value which would warrant the erection 
of large works. The joint property was 
divided into six shares, Treadwell ret.-iin- 
ing one share; Colonel J. D Fry, a former 
partner of Sharon, taking one; Edward 
Fry one, Horace Hill ono, .Tames Free- 
born two. Treadwell was appointed man- 
ager, and returned to tho mine. Tunnel- 
ing was begun and actively prosecuted, 
and a small stamp mill sent up. 

I'LAOEUS WCOVEUED. 

While this was going on a strong party 
of squatters had taken possession of tho 
top of tho hill, had stripped it of timber, 
and found a rich placer, whicli they 
claimed the right to work, on the plua 
that tho mining location bought by 'I'read 
well did not cover tho placer claim. They 
were in the wrong, and were trespassers 
without a shadow of right, but there was 
no court in the territory to expel them. 
They were men who, whether right or 
wrung, would not give up the ground tin 
til they were forced to yield. So tlipy 
held un for more than two years and look 
ofl about 8200,000. 

Senator Jones acquired from Mr. Free- 
born one-half of his (Freeborn's) one-third 
interest in the mine. This will undoubt- 
edly make tho jolly senator a rich man 
again. Tho Pans claim covers 1000 fuel 
of mining grotind running parallel with 
tho ship channel. Tho ground rises up 
somo 1^00 feet above tho water, and 
has been tunneled for a distancH of 
'too feet from tho water front. The 
tunnel hufl a gently rising grade, down 
which tho ore-laden cars descend by 
gravity to a large 120-stamp miil, which 
has now been at work for about three 
months. All the mining and milling work 
13 above the high-water level. Supplies 
for the mill and mine are landed, along- 
side of tho mill. \Yood and water are 
abundant, and no gold-producing mine in i 
the world is more favorably situated for | 
easy and .eoonninical working. At last 
advices received from Juneau the mill had 
been at work for two months and had 
sent down over §200,000 value in bullion. 
Tho average yield of free gold is §8 per 
ton, and the cost of mining and milling 
is fully covered by a charge of §1 25 per 
ton, leaving a net profit of StJ 7r> per ton; 
with tho additional works to bo erected, 
tho net iiioutlily profits will bo increased 
to .'JloO.OOO per month, or lifty per cent, 
per month on the cost of mine and mill. 
In whichever direction tho mine has been 
prospected it has yielded a uniform grade 
of §8 ore, and tho bulk of the ore do- 
posit 18 SO enormous that it is practically 
inexhaustible during tho lifetime of any 
of the owners of thy mine. It is literally 
a mountain of gold-bearing rook. 

pjxports who worked for years on the 
Comstock declare that the Paris mountain 
covers a larger mass of ore that can be 
protitably worked than has ever been 
found in the entire Comstock lode. The 
popular senior senator from Nevada is to 
be congratulated upon an investmoiit 
which will viuld him un income of §250,- 
000 to ?;500',000 a year. . 

Tho success of the Paris mine is start- 
ing active dovelopmenta upon tho adjoin- 
ing properties on Douglass Island, as well 
as upon the hitherto neglected claims un 
the oppoflito mainland. Prospecting is 
being actively carried on above and below 
.Tuneau, and there is strong evidence in 
favor of the belief that Alaska holds many 
valuable deposits of gold, and will soon 
rank as ono of the largest contributors to 
the world's stock of that precious metal.

jTlie extensive fire at N'anaimo on Mon- 
day night is thought to have teaii caused 
by an incendiary, as tho warehouses of 
iManaon & Co. were burned sixteen 
months ago on tho same situ.

FACTS CONCERNING DREAM& 



How B Fonon ShonM Xlo tB Bert— How 
Dreams Are ModtOed. 

i (Every Oilier Patui-Joy.] 

A Freuch p)o'siciau, Dr. Peliuiiiay, 
tells some liiterestiiig I'acls nboiit dieiiins. 
Tiiesu are embodied in ii Lomimiiiicatiou 
to the Soclete lie liiologio of Fuiis. it ia 
•well kiiowu, wliunu person is lying dowu, 
the blood Hows most easily lo tlie biaiu. 
That is why some of the aucleiit philoso- 
phers worked out their thoughts in bed. 
Certain utodern thinkers have imitated 
this (jueor method of industry. During 
uleep, so long as the head is la'd low. 
dreams take the place of coherent 
thougiils, 

_There are, however, ditrerent sorts of 
dreams; and Dr. Delaiumy's piiriiose, in 
Ills original comnuiniculion, is to .show 
that the manner of lying brings on a 
particular kind of dreiim. Tlius, accord- 
ing to Ibis linestlgator, uneasy aud dis- 
agreeable dreams accompany lying upon 
the back. This fact is explained by the 
(.ounection which is known to e.\ist be- 
tween the organs of Bonsation ai d the 
posterior part of the bruin. 

The most general method of lying, per- 
haps, is on the right side; and tliis ap- 
pears to be also the uioal natural method, 
for many Dersons obect to lying upon 
the side of the heart, which, ii ha.s been 
more than once asserted, should have 
free action during sleep. Never- 
' theless, Dr. Delaunay's statements 
bardly liarnionizc with this opinion. 
"Wbeu one sleeps on the right side, that is 
to say, upon the right siue of tlie brain, 
one's dreams Jiavs marked and rather un- 
pleasant characteristics The...' chacac 
teristics, hawovor, are esseutittlly those 
■which enter into the popular dulinitioa of 
dreams. One's dreams are then apt to be 
illogical, absurd, childish, uncertain, In- 
coUoreut, full of vivacity and exaggera- 
tion. Dreams which come from ale ping 
oa the right side are. ia aliort, atmpio de 
ception^. They bring to mind 
very old and faint remembrances, and 
thdy are often accompanied by night- 
'Xnares. Dr. Dclauuay points out that 
sleepers frequently compose verses or 
rhythmical language while they are lying 
on the right side. This verse, though at 
times correct enough, is absolutely with- 
out sense. The moral faculties are then 
at -work, but the intellectual faculties are" 
absent. 

On the other hand, when a person 
slumbers on his left brain his dreams are 
not only less absurd, they may also be lu- 
tolligcut. They are, as a rule, concerned 
with recent things, not with reminis 
cences. And, since the faculty of articu- 
lated language is found in the left side, 
the words uttered during such dreams are 
frequently comprnhensible.

The qtiestiou is often asked what bo- 
comes of all the uuitcrlal useil in this 
general draping, which in a city 
like Xew \ ork amounts to millions 
of yards. .

Many stores are wuolly covered 
with black cashmere, worth from :iO to 
4C cents ayartL Others have ,\ised bom- 
bazine, which is even more costly. In 
some cases broadcloth has been freely 
used, several establishments re piiring 
hundreds of yards of this expensive mate- 
rial The managei'.s of asylums aud hos- 
pitals will be wise in making timely ap- 
plicatioH for these valuable goods.
